In the 19th century, tens of thousanils of 
Welsh immigrants poured into America 
settling in New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
anil Ulingis, they brought needed <kill< from 
the mines and mills of Wales.

It's slow, 
It steers bad, li’s wet It's hard to hanelle in 
rapids. And it busts up easily on rocks.” 

I found out what he meant, though vou 
can dry your coracle easily enough by the 
simple means of paddling to the bank, jumy- 
ing up, pulling out-the coracle, and upending 
it ike a basin to pour the water out. Hut you 
can't keep up any speed, and vou are very 
close to the water. 


Corucles Drift Toward Obliviun 


The valley of the Teifi has some of the mist 
beautiful scenery in Wales, but you would 
need a month te-see it all by corack The best 
way, it appeared, was to take my coracle up 
by road as far as the good water, and then 
drift down with the current. 

Cilgerran men knew every bit of the river 
in the area they were licensed for (all fishing 
coracles must be licensed, from Cardigan 
bridge near the mouth as far up as Llechervd 
bridge. Cenarth men hod the same sort of 
knowledge from the bridar ta Cenurth Folls. 
Beyond that, nobody had amy local knowl 
edge. There were no more coracles 

“There'll be mone at Cenarth, either, one of 
these davs.” Gol imeaning “blackemith’) 
Jones told me there. “They ore taking away 
the licenses a5 we dic out. There are only feur 
leit at Cenarth now,” 

ft will be sud to see the coracles: go. Yes, 
they ate awkward. but to drift with the aid 
now and then of a few lazy puddle strokes, 
silently on the little river, to glide slowly past 
the lovely wooded hills and pretty villages 
In a qQuietude so profound you can almost 
hear the primrases opening their petals to the 
marine sun—this is a wonderful experience 
Here. and there roins of castles or of abbevs 
stand gaunt on-strategic hilltops. In the fields 
the lambs watch, and fat black-and-white 
cows, drinking from asandspit by a bend of 
the river, state with their big soft eves as 
vou float be.

This was my introduction to 
the sphinx moths, many of 
which bear amazing resemblance 
to hummingbirds in their flight 
and feeding methods. I decided to 
become better acquainted. 

Shortly afterward, I acquired a 
hundred pupae from an agricultural 
research station in North Carolina. I put 
them in an empty dirt-floored aquarium. 

A month later the sphinxes began emerging 
from the pupal stage, and soon were making 
nightly flights in their “moth motel,” a large rae — 
screened cage I built for them. Inside I placed a 
flowering tobacco plants, a favorite food of this 
night-flying species, Proteparce sexta. And for many 
warm, clear evenings the flutterers—darting from 
bloom to bloom to suck the nectar with their long, 
thin tongues—took their own pictures by breaking 
a light beam and thus triggering camera and flash.

Last stummer, with state support. o 
plane equipped with an automatic rifle was 
used to kill bears «patted in the 270,000-acre 
Traine red. 

The clash between “bear” men and “cattle” 
men hod béen smuldering, but this broweht it 
tod Hamme quickly. Said Ron Hurst, one of the 
cattle ranchers whose herd bad been hurt 
by the benre: 

“sObody enjoys watching an old brownie 
fish a salmon stream more than I do, but | 
lose O darn “ight more tee! to the bourse than 
L market Civilization 1 moving north, and 
the bear is going to have to give way.” 

Jim Hrooks of the Alaska Department of 
Fish and Gane admitted that cattle were here 
to stay, but felt better herding would help, 
especially in the spring when the bears are 
nunery and the cattle are weak.

Gen. Robert R. Rowland of 
the U.S. Air Force. As we walked into the 
Military Medical School, he said: “An awful 
lot of wounded died becuse there wos nobody 
to treat them before they were flown out.

Graduation of the first class 
of Vietnamese air-evacuntion medics!" 

They knelt to take the oath. Their pennant 
carried the name of T/Set. Tames EF. Ellis from 
Culifornia, who was mortally wounded as he 
gave artificial respiration to a Vietnamese: 
General Rowland was proud, “Whenvou look 
at these bows, how can vou be pessimistic?" 

Then I met the Venerable Tam Chau, the 
head of the Buddhist Institute for Secular 
Affairs (page B37). His optimism took. a dif- 
ferent tack. 

“Tn Saigon,” he said, “the people live calm- 
iy, bul in the countryside they fear for their 
lives every dav.” He had just visited central 
Viet Nam. In one week, he said, VC attacks 
there—and also the strafings and bombings 
by government forces—-bad brought death to 
same 4,000 men, women, and children, 

Four thousand South Vietnamese? Out of 
4 500,000 in the country? In the United 
States, with its 193,000,000, a disaster of the 
same propertion would mean $3,000 killed im 
one week alone, 

“The war must end soon,” sabe the Vener- 
able Tam Chau, He was confident that the 
end would come within o year. 

Dinh, who wis with us, agreed and quoted 
Confucius: “When difficulties are greatest, 
the solution is closest.” 

Dean Rusk, the United States Secretary of 
State, had said that not until the Viet Cong 
and their North Vietnamese allies stopped
